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W ashington. May 
31.—W hat m em ­ 
bers of the house committee on appro­ 
priations regard as an absolute dis­ 
regard of the law authorizing the con­ 
struction of the new building for the 
departm ent of agriculture is revealed 
iii the hearings before that com m it­ 
tee on the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. 
In 1903 
congress appropriated 
$1,500,000 for this 
building. 
It was 
the general understanding that this 
amendment was for the erection of a 
complete building for the accommoda­ 
tion of the entire department. 
It was 
with 
some 
astonishment th a t 
the 
m em bers 
learned 
last 
week 
that 
'♦‘somebody” has ordered the construc­ 
tion of two 
wings of what 
m ay be 
some day a completed building and 
that the two wings have practically 
exhausted the $1,500,000 appropriated 
for a complete structure. 
Moreover, 
their astonishm ent was not lessened 
when tiiey were informed that the two 
wings when completed will.not begin 
to accommodate the force of the de­ 
partment. 
The wings when completed, will, ac­ 
cording to the testimony given before 
the committee, be inadequate to house 
the departm ent 
force and 
congress 
will be called upon to appropriate an 
other $2,000,000 to fill the 
space be 
tween the wings. 
Considerable irritation was 
devel­ 
oped during the hearings before tho 
appropriations committee and Score 
tnry Wilson. Dr. Galloway and officials 
of the agricultural 
departm ent were 
-questioned concerning what is said to 
be a direct violation of law involved. 


Knew Cost of Building. 
W hen F. S. Gardner, mechanical en­ 
gineer of the department of agricul­ 
ture, testified before 
tile appropria­ 
tions committee, he was asked if lie 
knew the limit of cost of the entire 
building and replied 
that he did— 
th at it was $1,500,000. 
Replying to questions by Chairman 
Taw ney Mr. Gardner said he was con­ 
structing a building with two wings, 
that his plans contemplated a central 
adm inistration building, but no appro- 
propriation had been 
made for the 
latter structure, 
Mr. Gardner, continuing his state­ 
ment, said in reply to further ques­ 
tions by Mr. T a w n e y that the centra! 
administration 
building was 
not in­ 
cluded in the limit 
of cost; thai it 
-was not even contemplated as yet and 
ti l at it would have to be appropriated 
for at some future time. 
“So that in order to secure an agri- 
cnttrrrrri— bu ild in g 
That 
w ill a c tu a lly 
accommodate 
the department, 
con­ 
gress will have to appropriate a large 
sum to carry out the general plan on 
which the two present buildings have 
been based?” said Mr. Tawney. 
“T hat is the idea exactly,” said Mr. 
Gardner. 
In 
reply to a 
question from 
the 
chairm an as to why tile departm ent 
did not construct the building within 
the limit of cost fixed 
by congress 
and in a manner that would accommo­ 
date the department with all of its 
various 
branches 
as prescribed 
by 
congress, Mr. Gardner answered that 
“they constructed within the limit of 
cost exactly 
what they 
needed for 
their present work 
and when their 
future work conies up they will have 
to put up other buildings.” 


Wilson Responsible. 


"Do you know,” asked Mr. Tawney, 
“who is responsible for the plans of 
the building that is now being erected 
th a t was authorized, accepted and ap­ 
proved?” 
. — 
“The secretary of agriculture,” re­ 
plied Mr. Gardner. 
Mr. Tawney read the authorization 
for the building, remarking that there 
was no question but that it was to 
accommodate the entire needs of the 
departm ent, including the adm inistra­ 
tion building. 
Mr. Gardner then testified that $37- 
000 worth of useless work had been 
done in order that the site for the 
building might be moved 
forty feet. 
“On whose recommendation was the 
change m ade?” asked Mr. Tawney. 
“There was a meeting at the White 
House and it was decided by the sec­ 
retary 
and Hie 
president that 
the 
building should be moved—and also a 
representative of the park commis­ 
sion,” replied Mr. Gardner. 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Wilson 
was questioned at some length before 
tile committee and made 
a long pre­ 
pared statem ent 
in defense 
of the 
present construction. 
“How o 
- i ou _ Ci t i f y 
yo w * osl- 


tion?” 
asked 
Chairman 
Tawney. 
“When you made your plan, if you be­ 
came satisfied 
$1,500,900 
was not 
enough, I should have 
thought you 
would have informed congress before 
going on with the plan you adopted/’ 
“You have a wrong 
idea in your 
mind tl^'ro,’’ said Mr. Wilson. 
“ We 
made a plan to exhaust $1,500,000. We 
built in such 
a way that 
congress 
might add to it, and we made no plans 
but for our buildings." 
The secretary then went on to de­ 
tail the great jro w th 
of the depart­ 
ment 
and to 
defend his 
course In 
erecting wings thai might lie added to 
instead 
of erecting one 
building as 
specified by congress. 
— 
Members of the committee assured 
Mr. Wilson th at they did not suspect 
his integrity or take issue with Ills 
wisdom at this time, but that thev 
did not think lie had authority in law 
for what he had done. 
To a sugges­ 
tion of (his kind the secretary tartly 
replied; 
“You make a law without consult­ 
ing a soul In the agriculaural depart­ 
ment with regard 
to its necessities. 
The man who drafted 
the law came 
pretty near the needs, and I made the 
most of it.”

Boquet in 
Interview with 


Dispatch Representative 


Despite the threatening rain the opera 
house was filled at the lecture of Eu­ 
gene V. Debs Tuesday evening. The 
verdict as tho crowd filed out at the 
close of an hour’s attentive listening 
was, “Good but not enough of it.” 
To one not familiar with Mr. Debs 
and the tenets of tho Social Democracy 
the lecture was at once a pleasure and 
in no sense a disappointment. 
If any­ 
one went there to hear an impassioned 
harangue against anyone or against any 
class he was disappointed. 
Mr. Debs 
was conserative, though forceful, and 
endowed throughout with a kindly spirit 
that robbed of its sting his keenest criti­ 
cisms of tho existing social order. 
Ile 
did not denounce it as a thing in itself 
intrinsically and fundamentally, 
but 
simply as a system that had passed its 
usefulness and must give way to some­ 
thing better and higher. 
F’ar from bo­ 
ing a revolutionist ho is an evolutionist 
in his social theories. Competition he 
would replace with co-operation. 
It 
was a disappointment to many who wore 
not familiar with tho aims and doc­ 
trines of the party of which he one of 
the leaders that he did not go more into 
detail as to the remedies for existing 
conditions, the inference from his lec­ 
ture was, however, that they would ac­ 
complish it by replacing the grinding, 
grasping spirit of modern social and 
business life with a truo altruism and 
brotherhood, not only among tho so­ 
called 
upper classes but 
among tho 
masses of the people who are in truth 
tho sinew and nerve of tho country. 
Ilo spoke almost bitterly in opposition 
to war and strife between nations, hold­ 
ing that it was a crime not only from a 
moral but from an economic standpoint. 
In thought if not in words he para- 
pharsed Longfellow’s famous lino: 
“Wore half tho power that fills tho 
world w ith terror, 
Were half the wealth bestowed on 
camps and courts, 
Given to rodeom the human mind 
from error 
There were no need of arsenals and 
forts. 
Ile very earnestly attacked child la­ 
bor, and urged its utter extinction. He 
also strongly denounced the system that 
permitted the creation of tho immense 
fortunes, but had no bitter words for

For 
no man or system had he a word that 
could be considered as approaching or 
abuse, yet ho pointed out clearly tho 
errors that all see in our social system. 
Rut the remedy he did not apply ex­ 
cept in such a general way as to bo a 
disappointment to many. 
Every man 
who listened to tho lecture and took it 
home to himself, and it was an address 
that compelled a man to apply it to him­ 
self as well as to his neighbor, must be­ 
come a bettor and a wiser man for hav­ 
ing 
heard it. There was

When seen by a D i s p a t c h reporter 
Tuesday evening Eugene V. Debs, tho 
great socialist leader expressed himself 
as well pleased to see tho progress made 
by Brainerd in a quarter of a century 
since he last stopped in Brainerd, Mr. 
Debs organized the first lodge of loco­ 
motive firemen in Brainorti away baek 
in 
1881 and though 
he had 
passed 
through hero several times this was his 
first stop in the city since that time. He 
expressed his belief that Brainerd was 
just beginning to see hor days of true 
prosperity in that the natural resources 
of tho county were just beginning to bo 
developed. 
Referring to social question he spoke 
feelingly of the value of useful occupa­ 
tion as a preventative of social vice and 
discontent and said that tho man or 
woman who set up his or her daughter 
in lino clothes to be admired for her 
physical beauty was doing a great in­ 
justice to her. That there were never 
truer words than those of the Master 
when he said that the greatest of them 
should be the servant of the rest. 
Ile 
deplored tho decadence of the old fash­ 
ioned hospitality that broko bread for 
tho friends every day rattier than en­ 
tertain sumptuously once a season for 
show. The former instilled sweetness 
and helpfulness in our sons and daugh­ 
ters, the latter tended to degenerecy. 
In speaking of newspapermen Mr. 
Debs paid the fraternity as a whole a 
high compliment. 
Ile said that in all 
his years as a leader, even in the hand­ 
ling of strikes, it had been his invari­ 
able rule to take the reporters into his 
confidence. 
If there were things that it 
would be harmful or unwise to publish 
ho frankly told them so, and why, and 
in all his 
years of public 
life ho had 
never had his confidence betrayed by a 
newspaper man but once. On the other 
hand, other men who refused to bo in­ 
terviewed or give the facts to the “boys” 
were always in hot water. 
Ho realized 
that the reporters must get the news 
and if they could not get it straight 
from those who were in a position to 
know, tlion they must learn what they 
could from the ieakings and the surmis­ 
es of others. 
He had always found it 
safe to trust a repeater as ho dealt open­ 
ly with the newspapermen.
